VOTE SAID TO BE BARTHOLDT, 10: 
WALBRIDGE, 2; ZACHRITZ, 2. 


George W. Parker, Former Railroad 
President , Is Said to Be in Train-~ 
ing for the Mayoralty 
Contest. 


A caucus of Republican leaders was held 
Tuesday night in the office of Mayor Zieg- 
enhein to agree upon a candidate for 
Mayor. 

According to one who was present, the 
choice of a majority of the gathering was 
Congressman Richard Bartholdt, of the 
Tenth district, who will, therefore, receive 
the support of some of the most power- 
ful interests in the party at the primaries 
March 6. 

The relative strength of the leading can- 
didates mentioned in the caucus, according 
to information obtained by the Post-Dis- 
patch Wednesday morning, was: Bartholdt, 
10; Walbridge, 2; Zachritz, 2. 

Mayor Henry Ziegenhein and prominent 
members of the Republican city centra! 
committee were present at the caucus, as 
well as some of the principal city and fed- 
eral office holders. Mayor Ziegenhein is 
said to have voted for Bartholdt in prefer- 
ence to his own supposed candidate, Zach- 
ritz. 


Parker May 
Be in Field. 


Members of the city committee and party 
leaders generally, who did not attend the 
caucus, were disposed to doubt that defi- 
nite action had been taken. 

“T know the caucus was held,’’ said one 
of them to the Post-Dispatch Wednesday 
morning, ‘“‘but {n my opinion the field is 
still open, with Walbridge, Bartholdt, 
Zachritz and perhaps Joy, under consider- 
ation. 

“George W. Parker, former president of 
the Cairo Short Line, is a late entry in the 
race. He is a member of the St. Louis Re- 
publican Club and prominent in that or- 


ganization. 

‘‘While the men I have mentioned are now 
under consideration, it is not likely that all 
of them will figure in the primaries. A 
choice will be made between them by Fri- 
day morning, and all except t@ favored 
one will drop out; that is, excepting Zach- 
ritz, who, I understand, will make the race 
whether he is the caucus nominee or not, A

ARRESTED UPON 
FRAUD CHARGE 


Collector Williams Is Held 
by Postal Authorities. 


ADVERTISEMENT IS INVOLVED 


IT OFFERED TIPS ON WORLD'S 
FAIR SITE. 


Prisoner Denies He Inserted It Al- 


though He Has Been Identified 
as Having Rented the Postal 
Box Referred To. 


Barney B. Williams, a collector, in the 
employ of the Ellis Realty and Brokerage 
Co., was arrested in the company’s office 
at 100 North Eighth street, Tuesday after- 
noon by United States Postal Inspector J. 
ID. Sullivan, and a warrant charging him 
with using the mails to defraud has been 
issued. 

An advertisement that appeared in a 
newspaper Feb. 12, last, in which the ad- 
vertiser announced that he had informa- 
tion of where the World's Fair will be lo- 
cated and offered to secure desirable realty 
prop2rty upon the site for all who would 


write to him, incolsing 10 2-cent stamps and 
directing the letter to “lock box 1028,’’ St. 
Louis, formed the basis for the 
plaint. 

Williams, who lives at 6249 Maple ave- 
nue, in St. Louis County, denies that he 
has any connection with the advertise- 
ment. 

Inspector Sullivan was assigned to the 
case the day the advertisement appeared. 
He learned that Feb. 11 a man giving the 
name ‘“B.._B. Williams’’ and the address, 
**305 North Twelfth street,’’ rented of Clerk 
Spiller at the postoffice lockbox 1028. This 
name and address appeared on the appli- 
cation for the box. Spiller described the 
applicant to Inspector Sullivan, 

When Williams was taken before Chief 
Inspector Dice he was asked to write his 
name, He signed the name “BR. B. Wil- 
liams.”’ 

Clerk Spiller was called and he identified 
Williams as the man who had rented box 
No. 1028 on Feb. 11. 

Williams is 45 years old._ 

“[T know absolutely nothing about the 
charge on which I was arrested,’ he said 
“T never inserted such an advertisement 
in any paper. It is simply a case of mis- 
taken identity.” :

COST GF KEEPING A KING 


Edward VII Will Have More Money to 
Spend Than His Mother, the 
Late Queen. 


LONDON, Feb. 20.—While the current re- 
port that the aggregate sum of the British 
civil list will not be changed in the new 
reign is probably correct, it does not follow 
that the court of Edward VII will not have 
more money to spend than Queen Victoria's 
court. The civil list is capable of consid- 
erable manipulation. 

Queen Victoria's had a smaller aggre- 
gate than King William 1V, but the civil 
list was relizved from various charges and 
she had a larger amount available for the 
maintenance of the royal household. The 
revision of the civil list will yield similar 
results for the King’s benefit, without a 
larger appropriation for the general expen- 
ditures of the court. Queen Alexandra's 
allowances will be largely increased and 
there will not be any opposition by the Com- 
mons to the proposals for her benefit. 

The annuities for the Duke of Cornwall 
will be equal in amount to those received 
by his father as Prince of Wales.

WASHINGTON ,Feb. 20. — The United 
States is aiding England to crush the Boers 
and Mr. McKinley must now elther put an 
end to it or declare that mules and forage 
are not military supplies. In the House of 
Commons on Monday the war office ad- 
mitted the purchasing of supplies in the 
United States. Being unable to longer re- 
main silent the Republicans yesterday 
agreed to report favorably a resolution 
calling upon Secretary Gage to answer 
whether or not “our ports or waters have 
been used for the exportation of horses, 
mules and other supplies for use in South 
Africa, and, if so, to what extent, and 


what steps have been taken to prevent the 
same, also the number of horses and mules 
that have been shipped since the beginning 
| Raggy a phy Africa to the present 
, ving e me . 
a alr > Day pments from each: port, 

The facts back of these resolutions are: 

1. No less than 47,488 mules and _ 29,846 
horses—77,334 in all—have been bought by 
British army officers and shipped on Brit- 
ish transports, loading at New Orleans. 

2. About 4600 American boys have been 
sent along, and many hundreds of them 
have been practically forced into the Brit- 
ish Service against the republics. 

3. Fully $15,vv0,000 has been spent at New 
Orleans by British officers for these horses 
mules and feed therefor. 

4. Only United States mules and horses 
seem able to stand the South African clim- 
ate. If it were not for these supplies from 
the United States the British campaign 
would inevitably collapse. 

Without horses and mules the British 
would have to cling helplessly to railways, 
where the generals of the republics could 
attack them without fear of being pursued. 

+6. So great has become Great ritain’s 
need that her agents have arranged for the 
shipment of upward of 60,000 additional 
horses and mules. 

The McKinley administration, and espe- 
cially the state department, is extremely 
friendly to Great ritain. The state de- 
partment ridicules the idea that horses and 
mules may not be bought directly by Great 
Britain in this country without violating 
our international agreements. They con- 
tend that we have a perfect right to sel) 
contraband goods, and that the only point 
in the matter is that the Orange Free State 
and the South African republics wouid have 
the right to seize the supplies. 

But, in the opinion of the friends of the 
republics, the secretary of the treasury is 
especially charged with enforcing the neu- 
trality laws, and is disregarding one of our 
treaties, the one that bears directly on the 
case.

The question turns upon the meaning of 
the phrase ‘‘military supplies.’’ 

That horses and mules are “military sup- 
plies’’ few er. 

But the United States has never mado 
an int retation of the phrase, nor have 
the courts of Great Britain. 

The friends of the republics contend that, 
if the United States were not bound up 
with the British Government, and were not 
eetneny hostile to the republics - Mr. 
McKinley would have called upon the 
courts for an interpretation of the phrase. 
It could be done by Secretary Gage seizing 
one of the cargoes or cause the arrest of 
one of the many British army officers now 
traveling about the West and openly buy- 
ing. This would bring the matter before 
the courts. 

It is distinctly to our interest to interpret 
the phrase “military supplies” as includ- 
ing horses and mules. We could never by 
any possibility need to buy abroad such 
supplies ourselves, whereas, were Great 
Britain or some other power at war with 
us, it would need them. Therefore the state 
department ought to hesitate long before 
officially ruling that such supplies were not 
“military supplies.’ 

The decision might Injure us greatly at 
some future date and could never do us 
any good. 

It looks now as {ff the state department 
would have to rule squarely in the matter. 
And if a ruling favorable to Great Britain 
is made there will be a vigorous protest 
from quarters that cannot Te accused of 
sympathy with-the republics, hatred of

THE ARMY ATTRACTS MANY 
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Dr. Warfield of Princeton Seminary 
Says His School and Others Are 
Falling Off In Attendance. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—Much discussion 
has been caused among theologians by the 
report of the decrease in attendance at tne 
Princeton Theological Seminary. The in- 
terest was heightened by the belief preva- 
lent in Princeton that the conservatism ot 
the old Presbyterian Institution was re- 
sponsible for the marked falling off in at- 
tendance. 


It was pointed out that while the num- 
ber of students at the seminary had de- 
creased from 264 in 1895 to 196 in 1900 ‘and 
from 196 to 156 this year, there had been 
no falling off in the attendance at the 
Union Theological seminary, where con- 
Servatism has been less conspicuous and 
where liberality of thought has been tol- 
erated to a marked degree. From this con- 
dition it was deduced that an inclination 
to broader views exists among the theo- 
logical students of the present day. 

The Rev. Dr. Benjamin B. Warfield, 
president of the Princeton Seminary, de- 
clared last night that such a conclusion 
was not warranted by the facts. He also 
made the rather startling statement that 
the decreasing ‘attendance at the Princeton 
Seminary was only in proportion to the de- 
crease in all other Presbyterian semi- 
naries. 

“There has been,’’ Dr. Warfield said, ‘‘a 
decline in the candidates for the ministry 
Since 1896 throughout the Protestant 
world most marked, probably, in Scotland. 
where it has created a great deal of dis- 
cussion and promises to create a great dea! 
of distress. It has affected all the 
churches in America, the Presbyterian 
Church along with the others, but not to 
the same extent in some others. As all 
the seminaries are dependent upon the 
candidates for the ministry for their stu- 
dent body, they all feel the decline in the 
number of candidates. Princeton Seminary 
feels it along with the others, but not, > 
any great extent. It continues to have \w 
largest number of students of any of the 
Presbyterian seminarles."’ 

Dr. Warfield attributes the decrease in 
the number of theological students to the 
industrial development of recent years, to- 
gether with the many recent opportuni- 
ties for entering the military service.
